ARRIVAL OF THE JAPANESE 

’ BATTLISHIP FUJI YAMA. 

The Japaness naval flag was flying from 
the signal station at Kowloon before ‘nine 
odock this morning, indicating thot a 
Jspanese warship was in ¢lose proximity to 
tho Colony, and purposed enteriny tho kur- 
bour by tho Sulphur Channel. Later in 
tho forenoon tho flag was changed to 
indicate that the warship would enter hy 
Lyemun. It was not, hawever, until hulf- 
post ono o'clock that H.LJ,M.S. Fuji ap- 
pearedin theharbour, and she lay olf lhe 
Docka while she saluted tho port and tha 
Commodore's fag. Tmmediitely the salutes 
wore fired tho Secretary to the Japanese 
Consul went off ty tho battleship in a steam 
launch. The fuji, which is commanded by 
Cuptain J. Miura, roporta having had w 
good passage from Singaporo. . 

The now Tuttieship was built, in acenrd- 
alee with cho views of a commission, pre- 
siled over by Captain Yendo, tho Japatirese 
Naval Attaché in London, by the Thanes 
Tronworks Company at Blackwall. Tho 
Fuji, wsaning ‘ Peerless,’ is a sister ship 
tothe Yashina, built by the firm of Sir W.
